The tiiis of Europe foe ■ luiury pioduted in 
ibunducB only in Chin* hu extended the re- 
litiom of commerce to • defrea alike uloniiili- 
iag ud anomalaua. The policy of China ii to 
isolate henalf fjora the world. Thai it uppaims 
the chief commodity exehuiKad for tea and silk 
ia silver — which, when tbe coioag-A of the ooutitry, 
loiea all traca of iU fowigo origin — and opiom, 
an illicit eratifiealion. which ii conmmed 
in Htm The ciTiliaiog ioQueM? of commerce, 
therefore, ia bat little felt, and thui we Stid that 
in the very neighbourhood of the f&ctoriea the 
Chinese display all the features of an atrociouj 
barberiim. Hot only in the n j io of Chinese 

rc^amadane, but in all their interconnte, there 
an affected superiority ever the European 
nations. This insolence tniut affect theit con- 
duct in matter* more important. What treat- 
ment can England expect from a people W^U ar, 
taught by their ruler* that tea ii the chief aub- 
statence of the British nation, and that it ie dealt 
out by the charity or th* Chinese Empire to pra- 
eerra them from etamtion. It ia from this pre- 
vailing contempt, and not in any individual inanlt , 
that the difficulty of Chinees and European rela- 
tions mast be naught. Theinsolence of thaChinese 
autht>rifies can only ba chock ed by a cooatant 
dieplay of pow,r. The moment force is with, 
drawn dinger arise*. We— knowing the court* 
of conquest and the hopeleea struggle which 
the Cluueae would *ncnunter with stronger 
nations— *«* how her officials are destroying 
theit own country. It i* not, however, likely 
that they percaiv* it. The power of 
remote countries, ao far aa it is con- 
nected with the eia* of than territory 
and the number* of their paoplB, mast 
eppeu incredible. It it natural that mtj ahoutd 
count the ship* in harbour and the guBs actually 
against them p and, comparing this* stith th* 
numerical strength of the Chinee* Empire, fancy 
tbat nothing but accident can make tbf 
" foreign barbarian*" an object of dread. _ This 
state of feeling hss always eliated under similar 
cirnumttances. The contact of highly eiviliaed 
oatioEe with barbarian people moat isane in con- 



quest or expulsion. Expulsion can only be ac- 
complished where the nnmbeTS are few, 
and the surprise complete. Thus the very 
advance of European power requires fresh 
reinforcement. The ditmln) of strength, by in- 
creasing jtalouej, organises resistance, and tbat 
resistance must be obrlated by augmented 
Fortes. _ Thus in til probability the war with 
China is only at its commence me nt. Instead of 
a factory and a fart, the European nation* will 
demand a territory. Her*. Iiowbvbt, may arise 
jetlonsie* between th* foreign state*, who would 
all see with regret the ' establishment of any 
military power or preponderating influence, 
Those who read the epeechea nt the Opposition 
on this occasion, will almost inevitably sympathise 
with the principal speakers. Looking at the mere 
narrative of events, it ia eaay to blame the parties 
whs are concerned, and to find cut particulars 
in which their discretion failed them. Nut is it 
posaible to refuse regret for the utifattnfiata 
people or China, who, stimulated by their rulers, 
will bear the first brunt of hostile collision, and 
whose houses will be burned and their fa milks 
made desolate. Were it possible by a reaolution 
of the Legislature to stop the process of aggres- 
sion and establish firmly a treaty of peace, every 
Chrinian would rejoice. We have, however, ex- 
hausted the question of wsr. All admit that it 
ia deplorable, and nine-tenths of the world 
believe it to be ineii table. Were the 
preeent Ministers defeated their adversaries 
must take up the thread precisely when they 
would lay it down. In thee* movement! of the 
British empire, and indeed the entire commercial 
worlj, there are eventualities beyond the control 
of Ministers. One thing ia clear to us— that tbe 
relatione of peace will never be long preserved 
hetweon tbe civilised and barbaroua nations. We 
must look for war as almost the normal condition 
of a vast and growing empire. If, indeed, in- 
testine confusion in the heart or the empire dis- 
able it from puthing out its military tests *nd 
ever advancing in the career of conquest, its own 
national power and independence will ba at 
slake. It will recall it* legions from ita borders 
to strengthen the party in th* ascendant at 
home; and then comes th* end. We do not 
imagine that England is rapidly approaching to 
this catastrophe. The fatal necessity, however, 
impels her onward in that career which all great 
nations have run. The only chance we possess 
or not completing the parallel is in that very 
commerce which the Chinese aa a nation 
abhor. If the trade of China were opened, 
and the indmlry of that innumerable people 
were exchangeable in all the countries of the 
world, it it poieibla that liberal amtiaenta 
would grow up, which would react upon thair 
social and political life. It is perhaps not im- 
probable that at some future time th* various 
nations nf Europe may establish some com- 
mercial state in th* heart of the Chinese Bm- 

Sire. When the conquest of Palestine and the 
efonce of Europe from the Ottomans was ttie 
great ambition of European nations, they entered 
into such comhinatioiu. The slight national 
differences bet Keen them were lost in 
comparison with the gteat diimtK* at which 
they all stood from th* social and political con- 
dition of the Mahommedan nationa. A com- 
mercial government has already, to tome extent, 
bean formed in China, embracing all the more 
oowerfnl state* of Europe. They only require 
a territory and political incorporation to constitute 
them a state. One thing, however, ia earl sin, 
that in this career of our commerce there ia no 
visible retting point, and the stem policy of an 
overruling necessity will not ba arretted by 
picture* of the evil of war, or the 
amiable net e of Christian forbearance. It we* 
said bv HrJ0M4TA*TX that might is light; and 
although in soma of it* aspect* thit sentiment it 
utterly execrable, in otben it it unquestionable. 
Farce it the basis upon which every social 
•litem mutt rati. Where two puttee, tie weak 
and the stroatt, come ia contact, the only chanse 
of benignant government is, that the strong 
should absorb the weak and draw from what waa 
antagonistic a portion of its strength. How- 
ever much the British nation may wines at some 
of the upectt of this Chinee* question, it ii 
extremely doubtful if the cauu of humanity 
and peace would ba at all promoted by any con- 
oiliaUon which would b* attributed to fear or 



Wi made on Friday lait a enrtory al- 
lusion to a new exploratory expedition 
projected by th* Government of South 
Australia. If successful. It will add 
considerably to our knowledge of Centra] 
Australia. It was anticipated that Ur. Oil- 
□oar's Ua* journey would har* furnished some 
information on tlue point, but that gentleman 
waa una tile to pen* irate the desert from the 
northern side. The map Illustrative of hit 
route ha* lately been issued from die Govern- 
ment omase, and it shews at a glance that the 
most valuable part of hi* journey was that 
which opened up new 1701101 on the north- 
Mai corner of the continent. From 
Arnheim't Land to Moreton Bay hie rout* 
was ao very similar to that or LarcHHAHDT 
that it ha* added little to our general know- 
ledge of th* geography of the continent, though 
it baa contributed considerable additional in- 
formation aa to details. The molt important 
fartithaa brought to light it, that the central 
desert presses close up to th* nor.barn shore, 
and leave* but * lunv margin of well-watered 
country. Thit was a point which LaicHtf Ant>r 
left undetermined. He proved the existence of 
Dununma itxHma running into th* Gulf of 
Carpentaria; but a* to the length of their 
course he could aay Bothing. Mr. OniooiT 
ha* proved that they are all comparatively short 
rivers, and tbat the dividing range which form* 
the northern and southern watershed ia not 
many miles from the coast. Thit the 
central tract of tterile country it not penelnhle 
at any point on its northern side hat, however, 
been by no mean* proved. Th* cursory ex- 
amination, which it all that in * baity journey 
could be aceompliabed, most laav* many thing* 
unnoticed which a cloaer Investigation will 
reveal. It is not only probable, but almost 
certain, that from tie northern watershed 
Itrtanu run dnwn towards th* centre or the 
continent. Many or these, perhaps all, like the 
on* that Mr. GaaooaT traced In the north-west, 
miy lose themselves in a candy w»ate, yet tome 
of them may stretch sufficiently far to 
enable the explorer to advance 
within resell of the farthermost point 
attained by explorera from the south. By thle 
means tho line of discovery may ba made con- 
tinuous. That the continent of Australia will 
remain permanently untraveirtahle we cannot for 
* moment believe. Oate* will be brought to 
light which will eeirre a* *tepping-*tonet to cross 
the watte. The interior, slerils as it may appear, 
ia certainly not worm than th* dtsart tracks of 
Africa and Central Asia, which ua constantly 
traversed by earavana. 

The nearest approach to lh* centre of the 
continent we* made by Captain Btcht. Hi* 
line of discovery ba* not yet been connected 
with the eastern lid* of the continent, but It 
ha* rsrry nearly. K MS set's fwtbeet point ii

vary dietant from Stum's route, and 
1 team* fair reason to conjecture that 
the stream he called the Victoria is identical 
with that which Btuht called Cooper's Crock, 
and which probably discharges itself into Lake 
Torrens. The exploration of the intervening 
gap would connect the geography ol the eaat 
coaat with tbat of tlie northern part of South 
Australia, 

Stum's route look tbe eastern aide of Lake 
Torrent. The western shore of this mysterious 
inland basin, which some dt clara to ba really no 
lake at all, has never yet been examined. It is 
thi, district which ia now to be explored. Of 
the territory nominally belonging to South Aut- 
trslia not one-half ia vet occupied. Whether, 
indeed, it is capsble of profitable occupation ia a 
matter of doubt, anii the western half 
by many, ™*po»ed to partake of the 
fiat and sandy character of Western 
Au.tisita. Looltei et at a whole, there 
certainly seems to be a gradual deterioration in 
the north of th* continent in the direction of the 
weit and the north. The southern and eastern 
parte are the most valuable. The Dutch, 
though the first to sight the tertitor;, lighted 
npon the leaet valuable portion of it. It remains 
to this day much a* it was when they appeared 
off ihe coast. Over nearly the whole area com- 
mon y marked in the map at New Holland 
desolation atill reigns supreme. Only a little 
comer of it is occupied, and that with the 
scintieat success, while in the south-eastern 
corner the ret* of progress has been one of the 
marvels of the age. It is fortunate for tbe 
destinies of Australia that a settlement was 
made in the first instance in a quarter where 
there was the greatest room for ei pension. Had 
Captain Pbiexip disembarked his emigrant* at 
King George's Sound instead of Tott Jackson, 
bis little colony would never have Attained the 
expansion tbat it actually did, and the destinies 
of Auetralia would have been different. 

The coloay of South Australia is divided 
nearly perpendicularly into two halves by 
8 rancor'. Gulf and Lake Torrent. Hitherto 
the progress of settlement has been confined 
almost exclusively to the eastern half. 
A Taw sheep- stations exiet in the neighbourhood 
of Port Lincoln, but the country it gear rally 
eharaetariied aa stony ud barren, though aa 
thia information comes principally from th* 
tettleri, who may be presumed to be not over 
annc-ui to be disturbed in their holdings, it 
mutt be received with allowances. Certain it 
is, however, that the uninviting character of the 
land near th* the coast led to the rejection of 
Port Lincoln as * site for tbe metropolis, though 
th* harbour ia the best in the colony. The 
South Australians are bent on finding out th* 
real character or this western portion of their 
territory. The expedition now to 
b* undertaken we* proposed two 
yetre ago by the Adelaide Philosophical 
Society ; but the Government waa then short of 
funds, and the Legislature, In an economics t 
mood, wai knocking every sum offthe eitimatee 
that could pouibly be spared. One reason why 
it was thought desirable to have made the ex- 
ploration at that time was, that it would be con- 
temporaneous with that of Mr. QuooaT. It 
wat hoped tbat Mr. (1nnao>r would b* sole to 
penetrate from the north-west towards the 
centre, and, in that caae, a successful expedition 
from th* south coast towards th* north-western 
point of South Australia might, perhap*, effect 
a junction with him. This expectation ha* been 
disappointed. Mr. OnsofytT did not aoproach 
anywhere near to the South Australian boun- 
dary. It remains to be seen whether it 
will be possible to reach, it from the south. 
Th* mull of the economy in the public expen- 
diture two years ago is tbat the South Austra- 
lian Government is Mush of money, and the Jim 
responsible Ministry, unlike ita compeers in the 
neighbouring colonies, meeta the first Parlia- 
ment, not with a tale of financial embarrassment, 
but with a sum ot £400,000 in hand— a 
difiennce which will very probably go far to 
prevent the course of politics in that colony 
from imitating the unsatisfactory precedents 
established elsewhere There being, therefor*, 
no excuse as to want of fund*, the Government 
have proposed to carry out the long -designed, 
but tong-poetponed, investigation into tb* cha- 
racter of Ihe north- wetter n country, and, trusting 
to the legislative approval, have taken the 
liberty of making all the necessary preparations 
before Xhr parliamentary vote could be obtained. 
Thi* vote has bean rtadily granted, and lh* 
expedition is to start without delay. It is to 
disembark at Streaky Bay, the bett port Bear to 
the head of tb* great Australian Bight, ud to 
travel aa far northward as possible, returning (o 
the head or Spencer's Gulf. If th* country 
discovered should prove capable of occupation 
it will add immensely to the prosperity of the 
colony, and open a new field for the develop- 
ment of its pastoral raaourc**. In any caae it 
will make a valuable addition to our knowledge 
of Australian geography. 

Mr. Hrxi went overland from Port Lincoln 
to King Oeorge's Bound, but be suffered dread- 
fully from want of water on the way. The 
Journey he* never been attempted since, It ia 
the opinion of many bushmen that Evns kept 
too close to the coast, and that further inland 
belt* of better country would have been found, 
which would render an overland journey more 
prao.rica.ble. The expedition will tend to throw 
a little tight on the accuracy or otherwise of (his 
opinion. Captain Out traversed a consider- 
able portion of Ih* west coast, and the only part 
which hu never been examined, it that which 
list between Shark'* Bey and the Victoria River. 
Ae lh* coast in thia part is known to 
ba very much indented, ' and that several 
*U earns discharge themselves into the 
tea in tbat quarter, it it not probable that there 
will be any insuperable obstacle in the way of 
puainff over this portion of territory whenever 
it shall be systematically attempted. So long 
as Western Australia ie a convict settlement, it 
is not particularly desirable to have an eaey 
overland csmmunicelion with it. But i.hffitine 
will come, tome day. when no part of Auatralia 
will be a panel settle me nt, but "when the whole 
tret or it will be parcelled out into free though 
confederated province*. Intercommnnication 
between them overland will then become a more 
important matter then it it now.
